Water rate hike coming for Palatine sy

PALATINE BRIDGE — Village 
residents hooked into the Palatine 
Bridge water supply system will see 
an increase in rates when water me* 
ters are read in Mav 1986. 

The decision to increase rates was 
made at a village board meeting 
Tuesday night The resolution, which 
passed unanimously, was spearhead- 
ed by Trustee Richard Shults. 

As a result of the board's action, 
rates within the village will rise 25 
cents per LCOO gallons (from 75 
cents to $ I ). and raxes outside of the 
village will increase from $1.50 to ST 
per 1.000 gallons. 

According to .Vfayor Michael Gi- 
sondi, the major factors responsible 
for the increase include the inability 
of the village water fund to be self 
sustaining, and the rise ot salt sorien- 
ing costs during the past year 

"Right now the water account is 
some S 1,400 down from last >ear.~ 
Gisondi said. **This increase should 
give us about $4,500 more annually, 
thereby keeping that account paying 



for us own needs." 

This vear's water account totaled 
SI 3,641. 

The board is also contemplating 
water pipeline repairs for a 1.600 
foot area m the village's eastern sec- 
tion during the next fiscal year. 

Concerning this major repair pro- 
ject. Gisondi informed the board 
that approved engineering plans 
must first be obtained, according to 
state requirements. 

The mayor added that he and the 
other board members will begin their 
search for an engineering firm for 
this purpose early next year. 

"Ifelwil* be>a> cosdy projecr ~ 
somewhere between $20,000 and 
545,000 — depending on the engi- 
neering plans,'* Gisondi stated. 

The mayor also warned that vil- 
lage taxes will probabiy increase next, 
yean He cited a projected 72 percent 
increase in landfill usage costs, eiec* 
tricityand insurance rates (as well as 
the water pipe project) as the princi- 
pal causes for his prediction.
